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THE MUNIAIONS HORROW

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Though attention of thé public is. focussed upon 
the problem of the location of munitions arsenals 
only after such catasircphes as ihe recent holocaust 
at Lake Denmark, N. J., A:my and Navy experts 
long have been alive to the seriousness of this question 
which: increases with the general growth of popula- 
tion in the United States. 

If Uncle Sam is to have an. Army and Navy, | 
these experts point out, it is obvious that there must 
be depots for explosives, and it is important, too, ‘hat 
these depots be reasonably accessible. 

~The War Department has a depot in Utah, said 
to be situated far from any center of population, and 
another in Illinois which is believed to be sufficiently 
remote from towns to reduce danger to a minimum. 
The objection to utilization of these depots for all 
purposes is obvious, however, since munitions are used 
by the Army and Navy from from these two possible 
scources of supply, and transportation by rail involves: 
dangers constituting a potential menace to every town 
through which shipments may pass. In the case of 
Naval depots, it is obviously desirable to have them 
located as near as possible to some aécessible point 
on the seacoast. 

Despite these difficulties, it would seem that 
some of the horrors of the New Jersey explosion 
might have been averted if the Army depot and the 
Naval Depot had not been located so close together, 
for the blast from the Lake Denmark explosion was 
communicated to the Army depot at Picatinny.

DISARMING THE GUNMAN 

The plans.of the National Crime Commission 
to draft, in co-operation with the attorneys general 
of the various states, model uniform laws regulating 
the possession and use of pistols, has the appearance 
of a really forward step in the campaign to suppress 
the gunman. Virtually all states now have laws of 
some kind dealing with the sale of arms, but these 
laws vary widely, and in soine instances the potential 
criminal in a state with rigid regulations, has only to 
step across the boundary to an adjacent state to ob- 
tain the weapon essential to his business. 

Doubtless much can be done through state co- 
operation to make the laws more uniform, but the 
program of the Crime Commission calls for another 
move which also should prove highly constructive.

Too Many Mountains 

“The industrial and farming re-

“The French live well on an ex- 
panse of 551,000 square kilometers, 
one of the most richly endowed 
countries in the world, where na- 
ture has been prodigal with her 


empire of 10,000,000 square kilo- 
meters in Africa, Asia and Ameri- 
ca. To this colonial empire France 


‘sends only a few hundreds of her 


subjects each year. 
Law of Necessity 

“The world being ruled by the 
law of necessity isn’t it the ab- 
solute right of* our statesmen, 
even more, isn’t it their duty to 
find‘ the necessary means to feed 
the Italian masses? And if one 
of the statesmen, Monsieur Balbo, 
under-secretary of state for na- 
tional economy, lets his eyes wan- 
der to the beautiful country of 
Africa,’ rich in fruits and cereals, 
wealthy in the phosphates which 
Italy lacks, who can blame him?
